lish a depotism.

KENTUCKY'S SPEED TRIAL PROVES 


HER TO BE EQUAL TO KEiRSARGE 


I 


Rockport, Mass., Nov. 25.—The oftVial 


Irial of the Kentucky, held on the Cape 
Ann course yesterday, proved the vessel 
to he exactly what the contract calls for 
—a first-class battleship. During the 
trial she averaged 16.877 knots an hour, 
against the tide. The vessel proved 
herself to be a good sea boat and a stable 
gun platform. Her engines worked 
smoothly during the *«•"* 


The trial satisfied her builders, the 


Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock company, that she can Justly be 
rated as a 17-knot vessel, although her 
contract calls for only 1C knots, aa they 
expect that when the figures of yester- 
day's trial are revised and tidal allow- 
ances made it will be found that she 
actually avenged 17 knots on her run. 


The testing of the battleship was ac- 


complished without a mishap of any 
sort, and at its-conclusion was declared 
to be satisfactory by members of the 
naval board, Mr. Olcutt of the Newport 
News company and by Captain Chester, 
who Is to command ths vessel. 


The weather was of a nature rarely 


experienced In November. A tog bank 
hung over the sea early In the morning, 
but when the sun was up the mass began 
to break up and by the time the battle- 
ship was ready to start It was floating 
away. The wind was strong from the 
northeast, and it threw up a rather 
heavy sea, Into which the vessel repeat- 
edly plunged her bow, dipping up quan- 
tities of water. 


This head wind and sea, President 


Orcutt said, doubtless had some retard- 
Ing Influence on the battleship on her 
outward run, and e» the way back, 
striking her heavily at the stern, had a 
tendency to throw her off the direct 
course, but due consideration was given 
all these conditions before a start was 
made. 


The battleship took a* hour and a 


half to run to the starting point of her 
course. It was>10:S7:87U when the Ken- 
tucky crossed the line, at first leaping 
over the waves which raised themselves 
before her, then diving into them at top 
speed. 


The course was M miles, and, as usual, 


was divided Into ABLsectlons. fj knots 


eacn, the vessel covering Ihe 33 knots 
outward and, turning, making the same 
distance back. She took 20 minutes 17'£ 
seconds for the turn at the end of the 
outward run. On the return she aver- 
aged 18.832 knots, exceeding 17 knots on 
the first and laat legs. The final division 
of the course was covered in the fastest 
time made during the day, 22 minutes 57 
seconds, or at a speed of 17.254 knots. 


After passing the Piscataqua on her 


return the Kentucky was thrown around 
in a circle. She completed the turn in 
about three times her length, and her 
list in performing the maneuver was 
about three degrees. When she had 
completed the circle she laid her course 
for Boston. She dropped anchor in 
President roads just after 5 o'clock and 
waiting tugs took those who had wit- 
nessed the trial to the city.

Bear Admiral Rodgers of the board of 


Inspection and survey said that the trial 
of the Kentucky showed her to be prac- 
tically the same as the Kearsarge. The 
same elements were present, namely 
•peed and stability. What he had said 
of the Kearsarge waa equally true of 
the Kentucky. When asked which 
he thought the better boat, he said he 
•aw no difference, and the conditions 
were as favorable to one as to the other. 


Captain C. M. Cheater, who will com- 


mand the Kentucky when she goes into 
commission, mid that the boat is a mag- 
nificent one. He was on the Kearsarge 
at her trial, but could not see that the 
Kentucky wai much different. Of 
course the latter had ahown a little More 
•peed, ha said, but either boat waa equal 
to 17 knots. On the matter of driving 
strength. Captain Chester said that the 
engines had shown all that was required 
of them, and that the Kentucky would 
prove her worth. He further said that 
he would share equal honors with Cap- 
tain Folger, who will command the 
Keartargft,

One Correspondent's Estimate of Losses of Boers 


at Belmont Marvelous Courage and Pluck 


Shown on Both Sides; Boers Believe 


Conflict Arose from a Mistake 


. S5.—The Daily Mall pub- 


lishes the following dispatch from Bel- 
mont, describing the battle: The Boers 
held a position which British troops 
would hold against almost any force. 
The British victory is complete. My es- 
timate of the Boer losses is 500 killed and 
150 wounded, Mr. Knight, correspon- 
dent of the London Morning Post, was 
wounded. The Boer prisoners are igno- 
rant, dirty and wretched. They say that 
half their commando, tired of the war, 
will refuse further service. The whole 
force of the fearful fight was borne by 
tht Infantry, who were obliged to climb 
BOO feet, straight into a terrific stream 
of missiles. The Ninth lancers purs led 
th« enemy with great vigor, but the 
Boers, well mounted and familiar with 
the hills, melted before them. Possibly, 
however, our victory would have been 
more decisive had we possessed more 
cavalry. 


Thus far the special dispatches de- 


scribing the battle of Belmont bear a 
stereotyped character, proving that the 
hand of the censor has been at work 
upon them. They are too incoherent to 
enable the reader to form an accurate 
Idea 61 the event or to place a proper 
estimate upon the varue of the victory 
All the accounts agree respecting the 
splendid fighting qualities exhibited on 
both sides. 


Nothing could have exceeded tha 


steady courage and pluck of the British 
infantry in the face of a terrific fire; 
while tha Boer guns were splendidly 
nerved, the gunners standing to them 
with dogged determination, exposing 
themselves until the very last minute, 
and only becoming wild and inaccurate 
In their aim during the final deadly 
charge of the British infantry. 


All admit, however, that the victory 


could not be properly followed up and 
utilized, owing to the want of sufficient 
cavalry. 
The pursuit of the defeated 


enemy by the Fifth lancers was evi- 
dently not very effective, and, curiously 
enough, white all the correspondents re- 
port the capture of Boer guns, Lord 
Methuen's own report omits any men- 
tion of such an achievement. 


One statement says: 
''The remnant 


cf the Boer army sought to escape to- 
ward the Orange Free State territory." 
As all the evidence tends to show that 
the enemy's retirement was orderly, he 
will doubtless soon be heard of else- 
where," 
where. 


The correspondent of The Times at 


Belmont says: 
"After the battle the 


laager was burned and the ammunition 
destroyed. 
Cavalry and mounted in- 


fantry on both flanks 
pursued 
the 


enemy, but were unable to overtake the 
retreating Boers, who got away with 
their transport. 
The Boer rout was 


complete, and their losses are believed 
to equal ours. 
They used some dum- 


dum bullets. 
Everything was In their 


favr. 
It is rumored that there have 


been some threats to assassinate recal- 
citrant burghers, who-are tired of the 
war and deserting." 


On the whole it almost seems safe to 


assume that the Boer guns were not 
captured. 
The striking proof afforded 


of the excellent material General Meth- 
uen has in his brigades is, however, a 
matter of great satisfaction in London 
There is an unconfirmed rumor that the 
correspondence seized in the Bo«r camp 
contains evidence of treasonable com- 
munications between the Boers and the 
Dutch colonists. 


General "White's dispatch of Wednes- 


day effectually disposes of all rumors 
of another sortie from Ladysmith, and of 
the defeat of the Boers. 
The situation 


in Natal remains unchanged. 


The sortie from Estcourt to "Willow 


Grange has effected little. 


The position at Maf eking la beginning 


to be regarded with anxiety, In view of 
the Impossibility of Lord Methuen's 
being able to relieve the town for some 
time to come. 


Throngs of people were waiting at the 


war office last evening until a. late hour 
for a list of those killed, wounded or 
missing in the battle of Belmont, but 
nothing was published in addition to 
General Methuen's first dispatch. 


General Buller's destination Is kept 


a strict secret at Cape Town, some re- 
ports saying that he has gone north, and 
others that he haa gone to Durban, as 
already cabled. 


A dispatch to,The Times from Mooi 


river gives the British casualties in tine 
Willow Grange affair as three killed and 
44 wounded. 


The Pietermaritzburg correspondent 


of The Dally Mail, describing the same 
sortie, says-, "The British surprised the 
Boers, carried their position, captured 
all their equipment and returned to Est- 
court in safety. General Hildyard was 
very well satisfied with their work." 


The Daily Mail's correspondent at 


Naauw Poort says: An open, unsigned 
letter, smuggled through from Coles- 
berg, says Commandant Grobbler has 
arrested 10 prominent Englishmen, and 
threatens to shoot them if any harm is 
done to Van ftensburg, ringleader of the 
Coiesberg rebels, who was captured by 
the British and is to be tried for treason. 


Through the courtesy of the Trans- 


vaal authorities the correspondent ot 
tha .Associated Press at Pretoria, in the 
company of Mr. Grobler, under secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, and Mr. De 
Souze, secretary of the war department, 
was enabled to visit Winston Churchill 
ytsterday at the model school, where he 
Is confined with the captured officers. 
Beyond a slight bullet wound in the right 
hand ho looked well and hearty. In DIP 
course Of the Interview, Mr. Churchill 
•aid: '"The Boers have treated us with 
much kindness. This was the case from 
the outset. We were marched to Colenso, 
proceeding the next morning to the Boer 
camp near Ladysmith and then going 
by rail to Modder Spruit, finally ar- 
riving here on Nov. 18, On the journey 
great numbers of burgh*-* crowded to 
•ee us; but there was only »ne who made 
Insulting remarks, the others courteous- 
ly offering us clgarett or showing such 
murks of attention." 


Mr. Churchill said the confinement In 


the model school was close and severe, 
but under nil the conditions he had no 
grounds to complain. When asked re- 
cording his censrftl impressions, he said 


he had many digressions with the Boers 
as to the rights of war and had been 
much impressed by th» •Dumber who 
could speak English. He &*d found that 
most of them regretted Qa conflict, as- 
serting that it bad arisen as the result 
of misrepresentations. So far as he 
could learn, however, the spirit of the 
burghers in the field, despite their pri- 
vations, was moat determined, and there 
was no chance of an early peace. "I 
fear," said Mr. Churchill, "that the 
struggle will be bloody and protracted." 


POLICE LOOKING FOR MILIEU.* 


lead of the Wondariul Franklin Syndicate Is 


Missing From Brooklyn. 


New Tork. Nov. 26.—William F. Miller, 


head of the Franklin syndicate, which 
has accepted the deposits of thousands 
of persons in Brooklyn, under promise 
of paying dividends of 10 percent a 
week, or 620 percent per annum, and Ce- 
cil Leslie, his secretary, were indited 
by the Kings county grand jury yester- 
day afternoon. 
Bench warrants were 


Issued for the arrest of these two men. 
but neither has been found, the police 
saying that they had disappeared in 
the afternoon 


Miller, who is very young and insig- 


nificant looking, possesses two positive 
characteristics, personal magnetism and 
frozen calmness. During the last two 
or three days, when his every move- 
ment has been watched by detectives 
and reporters, when crowds of deposi- 
tors flocked to his establishment, he 
never lost his quiet ways or became 
angry. 


Last night the police raided the prem- 


ises occupied by the Franklin syndicate 
on Flovd street, Brooklyn. Inspector 
Brennan arrested Louis Miller, brother 
of the head of the syndicate, and the 
cashier of the concern, and took posses- 
sion of $15,009 in cash. There were 4.0 
employes at work in the offices, and these 
were allowed to go. 


The charge upon which Miller/was in- 


dicted was that of conspiring to de- 
.fraud. The district attorney's office in 
Brooklyn has been at work on the case 
for some weeks. 


Miller had been engaged for tne past 


two years or so in offering hia glittering 
Inducements to the people to invest their 
money for him to make use of, but it has 
been only within the last month that by 
extensive advertising he managed to 
attract to his office daily hundreds of 
people who gathered in a long line and 
fought with each other for the oppor- 
tunity to hand out their savings. Even 
when the place was raided last night a 
number of those around the office were 
waiting to deposit money with the 
Franklin syndicate. 


No syndicate has ever attempted to 


pay any such wonderful rates of interest 
as the Franklin syndicate. The very 
fact that the newspapers and financial 
circles began to make investigations 
aroused the public interest tcTsuch an 
extent, and at the same time in some 
quarters the public cupidity, that, it is 
said, within the last week Miller has re- 
ceived deposits of hundreds of people, 
aggregating- a daily amount of from 
$30,000 to $40,000. It is easy to see how, 
under these circumstances, the Franklin 
syndicate could pay out 10 percent of 
this amount a week and still make 
money. 


On Tuesday of this-week, Just before 


charges of libel were preferred against 
Miller, he is said to have taken in $86,000 
and paid out $31,000. The confidential 
representative of one of the banks who 
visited Miller's office about this time 
said that he never saw so much money 
scattered around loose in .his life. He 
said that it reminded one of tales cf 
Monte Christo and Monte Carlo com- 
bined, but that as an absolute fact Millar 
did not have facilities for taking care i f 
all the gold and greenbacks which 
poured in upon him, and empty barrels 
were brought up from the basement of 
the building in which he operated, and 
tens of thousands of dollars were dumped 
into these barrels by Miller's employes. 
One of Miller's trusted employes stated 
that the* Franklin syndicate had taken 
in over $4,000,000. 


The Dahlgren Accepted. 


Washington, Nov. 25.—The navy de- 


partment has accepted, preliminarily, 
the torpedo boat Dahlgren, built by the 
Bath Iron Works, upon the report of the 
naval inspection board that the boat 
made 30.007 knots per hour, and was 
sound and strong in every particular. 
While this boat was of the 30-knotclassi 
the builders voluntarily undertook to 
make half a knot better, but falling 
slightly below the maximum they have 
Buffered a deduction from the full con- 
tract price. 


He'' For Father's Deatn. 


Boston, Ntv. 25.—Timothy and Cor- 


nelius Casey are detained by the police 
pending an investigation as to the cause 
Of the death of their father, Timothy 
Casey, 65 years old, of 146 Medford 
street, Charlestown, which occurred 
yesterday. It is alleged that last Satur- 
day night ther* was a quarrel at his 
house and that a lighted lamp was 
thrown at the father. He was badly 
burned, and it is thought by the police 
that bis death was the result of his in- 
juries.

Nev Tork, Nov. 25.—Bradstreet's says: 


A' striking illustration of the under- 
lying strength of the genera* business 
situation is furnished this week by the 
course of prices. Almost without ex- 
ception values of staples remain firm 
Et previous quotations, or manifest a 
still further pronounced tendency up- 
ward. 
Thi'i, too, has occurred in face 


of a rather smaller distribution in the 
ordinary "trade channels than has been 
noted in recent weeks. 


So far as autumn and winter trade is 


concerned, the complaint of unseason- 
ably mild weather restricting retail dis- 
tribution is repeated from many cities, 
but rising superior to this, and to the 
unquestionably smaller distribution at 
first hands is the accentuated strength 
of textiles, particularly cotton goods, 
which reflect some added strength of 
the raw product, due to smaller re- 
ceipts and better foreign advices, but 
in a larger measure also portray the in- 
fluence of active demand, coming on a 
market exceptionally bare of stocks. 


A further advance in print cloths, a 


feature this week, has brought the 
quotation for Standard grades) up to 
3 cents, a point not touched for four 
years past. 
Raw wool H higher on the 


week at all markets on active demand, 
shared in by the manufactured material, 
for which further price advances are 
expected. 
The American market for 


wool is still claimed to be the cheapest 
in the world. 


Notable strength Is manifested in the 


market for leather and hides, which are 
active and tending upward at the west, 
supported by good reports from the 
ehoe trade, in which jobbing, demand is 
reported good, and failures exceptionally 
few. 


The year draws to a close with an ex- 


ceptionally favorable record as regards 
industrial matters. 
Strikes have been 


few, partly, of course, owing to the will- 
ingness of employers to grant wage con- 
cessions. 
Distributing features noted 


in this direction of late have been the 
reports of a contemplated strike of coal 
miners & the west, and for practical 
breaking of all relations between the 
Chicago contractors and the building 
trades workers. 


Business failures1 tend to increase 


slightly, as usual at this period, and 
number 202 for the week, as compared 
with 182 in this week a year ago, and 
233 in 1897. 


Cereals remain, on the whole, dull and

FIVE PER CENT RAISE 


Will Be Made in the Wages of 


Fall Eiver Textile Workers 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 25.—The repr^ 


sentatlves of the Fall Eiver Manuf.i- 
turers' association and the Textile com 
ell, at a conference yesterday after 
noon, agreed that an advance in wagr-t 
should go into effect on Dec. 11. Th? 
advance will amount to 6 percent, and 
•will affect 28,$yO hands. 


The agreement will undoubtedly be 


ratified by the unions, thereby doing 
away with the necessity of a strike. 


It is also expected the advance will be 


followed by many of the cotton mills 
throughout New England. 


Both parties agree to take up in good 


faith the- Consideration of a sliding-scale 
of wajjes, wtiich must be agreed to within 
a reasonable time. The operatives and 
manufacturers hope by means of this 
scale to place the industrial conditions 
on such a firm footing1 as to guarantee 
steady employment to labor at fair 
wages, and reasonable assurance to 
manufacturers that they may enter into 
contracts for a period of at least six 
months, without fearing a strike or any 
similar labor disturbance. Provision is 
also made for a settlement in conference 
of any question •wihish may arise on 
either side. 


Every cotton manufacturing city in 


the United States will be interested is 
the outcome of this conference, as the 
rate of wages paid in Fall River is used 
as the basis for figuring that of the 
operatives in these cities. 
It is very 


likely that the Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation and the various labor organiza- 
tions will ratify the agreement entered 
Into by their representatives, and that 
the agitation whic% has been going on 
for over a month may now be considered 
as definitely settled. 


The session opened at 2:30 and closed 


at 5:30 p. m. 
The following written 


agreement was entered into, binding the 
leaders of the labor and manufacturers' 
organizations to recommend to their re- 
spective bodies the following proposi- 
tion: 


"It Is agreed to recommend to our re- 


ipective organizations an advance in 
wages of 5 percent, to go into effect 
Dec. 11, 1899. No change in wages is to 
be made thereafter before July 1, 1900, 
and the sliding scale shall be imme- 
diately tajien up and settled within 60 
days previous to July 1,1900." 


This document bears the signatures of 


all present 


The first difference, between this offer 


tnd the oi:e made by the manufacturers 
at the previous 'meeting lies in that the 
ottered raise of 5 percent.will go into 
effect Dec. 11, instead of Jan. 1,1900, as 
offered at the previous conference. The 
•econd difference is that the previous 
offer.made the Immediate adoption of 
the sliding scale one of tfc« conditions 
Upon which the raise would be granted, 
while* Friday's agreement leaves the 
sliding scale to be taken up In good faith 
at convenience, but to be decided by 
May 1. " 
• 


This agreement IB looking strongly to- 


ward a settlement, though, until the 
•everal organisations pass upon the mat- 


ter, nothing final will be arranged. 


The meeting was a spirited one. The 


members of the Textile council went into 
the meeting with a straight demand for 
a 10 percent raise. This was met by an 
absolute refusal on the part of the man- 
ufacturers. 
The latter went so far as 


to declare themselves as willing to take 
chances of a strike first. The mill men 
directed attention to the 12 percent raise 
granted last April, when hardly war- 
ranted, they claimed, but given because 
of the outlook. The present g-aod mar- 
ket conditions was the basis in pros- 
pective of the grant then made. 


The manufacturers then made a prop- 


osition to advance wages 5 percent, to 
go into effect Jan. 1, unconditionally 
and without the sliding scale. 
The 


council delegates made a counter offer 
to accept 5 percent Dec. 11, together with 
an arrangement for a sliding scale. It 
was further asked that the period of 
revision of the perpetual sliding scale 
should be April and October, Instead of 
January ar"l July- This would make a 
further increase possible three months 
earlier in the coming year. The latter 
suggestion was objected to by the mill 
men. 


The council members then sug-gested 


that a 5 percent advance on Dec 11 would 
be considered, if the matter of the slid- 
ing scale were left over to be considered 
afterwards. 
They then retired for sep- 


arate conferences. 
Upon reassembling 


the manufacturers made the proposition 
given above, a-nd both sides agreed to it. 


At a meeting of the Textile council 


last night, which lasted two hours, the 
report of the committee of five in con- 
sultation with the manufacturers was 
accepted with a vote of thanks. 
A 


motion was carried, with but one dis- 
senting vote, to recommend to the re- 
spective labor unions the advisability 
of accepting the manufacturers' offer. 
It was voted to recommend to the unions 
to meet simultaneously next Friday 
night and take action. If the offer is 
accepted tKe wage question will be 
settled, while if a different action is 
taken further conferences will be neces- 
sary. The council adjourned subject to 
a call of the president. 


The yearly dividend list will show that 


the Fall River mills have cleared a not 
dividend for the year of 6 percent in the 
average. Many mills have paid as high 
as 14 and 16.percent, and all have had a 
very profitable year. For 'the past K 
years the mills here have made a divi- 
dend averaging a trifle higher than 6 
percent, and have either reduced their 
indebtedness in whole or in part or 
added Jarge amounts to their surplus 
funds.

Let 
me suggest one or two that will relieve 
the monotony and also a recipe for using 
up the bits of turkey left from the roast. 
FILLETS OF TURKEY WITH BICE. 


Skin the breast of an uncooked turkey 


and carefuly remove the breast meat. 
This will give two large and two small 
fillets, and the large ones being split you 
get six good sized pieces for cooking. 
Into a saucepan put one cupful of clear 
chicken or turkey stock, add one cupful 
of well-washed rice, one-half of a tea» 
spoonful of onion juice an'd one-half of a 
teaspoonful of salt, and simmer slowly 
until the liquid is absorbed. If the rics 
Is not yet tender, add a little more stock, 
just sufficient to keep it from burning 
until cooked. When tender, add two 
tablespoonf uls of butter, one tablespoon- 
ful of grated or finely chopped' cheese, 
and season to taste. Cover and let stand 
by the side of the fire for ten minutes. 
In the meantime, dfrop the turkey fillets 
into smoking hot fat, and draw it from 
the hottest part of the fire to cook for five 
minutes, by which time the fillets should 
be well browned and tender. Dish the 
rice in the center of a platter and place 
round it the fillets, dusting the rice with 
paprika. 


TURKEY A LA ROYALE. 


Dip good thick slices of stale bread into 


beaten egg and milk and when well sat- 
urated lay aside for a few moments and 
then fry to a golden brown in hot deep 
fat. 
Remove and drain on. uraglazed 


paper. Make a sauce by putting in a 
saucepan two tablespoonf uls of flour and 
same amount of butter, a little salt and a 
dash of cayenne. When well mixed and 
heated add four tablespoonf uls of chick- 
en stock and the same amount of cream. 
Stir unitll thick, when you may add one 
pint of turkey meat, minced, a dozen 
canned mushrooms, a little of the liquor 
from the can, seasoning to taste, and 
simmer for ten minutes. Take from the 
fire, add the yolk of one egg, well beaten, 
still all together and serve on the slices 
of prepared toast. 


TURKEY IN CASES. 


This is exsily prepared if you have the 


patty cases. To one cupful of minced 
turkey, free from fat or skin, add one- 
quarter cup of finely minced ham. To 
this chopped meat add one-half of the 
amount of sauce, prepared as above. set 
over hot water for five or eight minute* 
until well heated, fill the patty cases, 
sprinkle over each a little finely chopped 
parsley an'd serve. 


BOILED TURKEY. 


Turkey may be boiled just as you boll 


a chicken, with pork. Select a young 
bird and when done serve with an oyster 
sauce.

CURRIED CHICKEN. 


Fry out, in the pot in which the curry 


Is to be made, three large slices of salt 
pork and three onions sliced; fry until 
the onions are brown; cut the chicken 
Into small pieces and slice three pota- 
toes thin; add them to the pork and 
onions, cover well with water, cook until 
the chicken is done and the potatoes 
have thickened the water; salt to taste. 
Put two tablespoonfuls of curry powder 
in a cup and mix with water. Slice two 
or three more potatoes very thin, add 
them and the mixed powder to the stew 
and boil until the potatoes are cooked 
but not broken. Serve with rice. The 
above is for one extra large chicken or 
two small ones, 


BROILED OYSTERS. 


Choose large, fat oysters; wipe them 


very dry; sprinkle them with salt and 
pepper, and broil upon one of the grid- 
irons with close bars made for this pur- 
pose; you can dredge the oysters with 
flour if you wish to have them brown, 
and many persons fancy the juices are 
better preserved in that way; butter tha 
gridiron well, and set that the fire is 
hot and clear; broil quickly and dish 
hot, 
putting a bit of butter upon each 


oyster as it is taken from the gridiron. 


FRIED MEAT CAKES. 


Chop lean, raw meat, season with 


salt, pepper and onions; shape into flat 
cakes, dip each in egg and bread crumbs, 
and fry in drippings. Any meat may be 
used for this dish, but it is particularly 
nice of beef. Drain on a strainer; have 
ready a dish of nicely mashed potatoes, 
on which put your beef cakes and serve. 


ORANGE PIE. 


Cream one tablespoonf ul of butter and 


three- fourths of a cup of sugar together, 
add the beaten yolks of three eggs and 
whites of two; add juice and grated rind I 
of one orange, and juice and one-half ' 
grated rind of one lemon. Bake with 
one crust. Frost with the white of an 
egg.

FOR THE BABIES.

There prevails an Impression, grounfc- 


ed upon ignorance, that milk alone will 
not sufficiently nourish a young child, 
but must be supplemented by something 
else. The student of food values appre- 
ciates the fact that milk is what ia 
known as a "perfect food." That Is to 
say, it contains atl the elements neces- 
sary to support life. Alone, it would be 
nutriment enough to provide for a well 
baby's health and growth until it had 
passed its first year. 


Such is the delicacy of a little baby's 


stomach, however, that it can rarely 
bear undiluted cow's milk. It must be 
mixed with water, or perhaps have 
cream added to it or pepsin or lime- 
water, or be prepared in some other com- 
bination advised by a physician. In 
many cases the mother's most valuable 
aid, 
next to milk, will be found in one 


of the infants' foods to which reference 
hag already been made. The manufact- 
urers of these declare that the ingredi- 
ents of their wares have been submitted 
to certain processes which have antici- 
pated the work of digestion, so that th* ' 
food is in a condition to be managed Toy, 
the child's immature gaetilc power*. 


When the mother finds one of tbttv 


foods that is satisfactory, let her bold 
fast to it and not be tempted by the re- 
hearsal of the experiences of other 
mothers to try a new article. Nor must 
she be discouraged if a food does not 
suit a baby absolutely on the first two 
or three trials. Frequently, it may not 
seem wholly satisfactory until the child's 
stomach becomes a little accnstom«4> 
to the new diet. After a few days or *T, 
week a food will often prove entirely,?

it would not answer at all.

One of the most interesting of the 


discussions at the recent librarian's 
meeting in Dalton was on "Contagion 
through books." Th& Idea that disease 
germs may be preserved and transmit- 
ted through books that have been open 
to infection from scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, smallpox and other 
diseases is not new, but it is not gen- 
erally acted upon. It was brought out 
in the discussion that boards of health, 
while often assuming responsibility for, 
the care of books in infected homes, 
are dilatory and delinquent. The pre- 
vailing opinion was that books that had 
been in places where there had been 
any of these diseases should be burned 
and not returned to the library. Doc- 
tors say there is no sure method of 
fumigation. And then the question 
arose as to who should bear the loss 
caused by destroying books.

The Lakes of Killarney comprise one 


of the loveliest show places of Ireland. 
lie in an oval formed by the Kerry 
Mountains, and are three in number 
(Numerous islands dot the lakes, and 
every island has its legend and its 
ruined castle or abbey. Along the 
shores are two splendid domains laid 
out in parks. One is the* seat of the 
Earl of Kenmare and the other is the 
property of Captain Herbert of Muck- 
ross. The latter estate, called East or 
Muckross Park, is the one which is to 
be sold. The Muckress estate is both 
magnificent and beautiful. The estate 
includes the demense and home farm, 
comprising about 400 acres of arable 
land and plantations, Including Brick- 
een -and Diris Islands and the old his- 
toric abbey, situated In the grounds 
o«-rlooking the lower lake. Then there 
is the mansion house (fully furnished) 
known as "Muckross Abbey," taking 
its name from the old Franciscian set- 
tlement, beautifully placed on Dunday 
bay, an inlet to the middle lake, with 
its charming residences, Glebe house, 
its cottage, the deer forests, well 
stocked with the famous red deer; Its 
wooded plantations of Tomies, Purple 
Mountain, one part of Cabernabone, 
part of Mangerton and Tore,, with sev- 
eral smaller hills, In all about 30,000 
acres, in which are the famous cas- 
cades known as the "O'Sullivans" and 
"Tore." Along with these go the ex- 
clusive shooting rights over these vast 
tracts, abounding with game and wild 
fowl, together with the fishing of sev- 
eral well stocked lakes and rivers in 
the mountain districts. The Mansion 
House— "Muckross Abbey"— is a mod- 
ern structure in Elizabethian style. It 
would be difficult to find a more splen- 
did site, with its background of Tore 
and the lake lying peacefully within 
almost a stone's throw. Then, too, it 
has been hallowed by royalty. The 
Queen and the Prince Consort stayed 
two nights there in 1861. During their 
recent visit to Ireland the Duke and 
Duchess of York visited the Abbey and 
declared it fit for a royal residence. 


Tourists, after going through the gap

demense— in the recesses of the moun- 
tains — before reaching the lake, where 
the boats awaits them. The caretaker, 
who lives in the cottage nearby, jeal- 
ously guards the approach to prevent 
the public from acquiring any right of 
way. 
"Diris Island," slutated below the 


old Weir Bridge, at the junction of the 
three lakes, known as the "Meeting of 
the Waters," Is similarly looked after. 
A landing stage has been made there 
but visitors can only land by per- 
mission. They cannot claim any public 
right. The drive from Muckross is 
along the mountain dividing the lower 
and middle lake, and over Brickbeen 
Bridge, built by the late Mr. Herbert 
at his own expense. Diris is famous 
for its mild climate throughout the 
year, and here are to be found (iQ the 
opefi) tropical plants flourishing in 
full bloom and splendor, which to suc- 
ceed In any other part of the district 
have to be specially cared for. The 
shooting and fishing are practically 
unlimited. The mountains may be de- 
scribed as one vast deer forest. The 
noble animals, the last of their kind 
now in Ireland, roam" at will over the 
mountains belonging, exclusively to the 
Kenimare and Mucfcross estates. 
The 


owners have always watched over 
them with jealous care, and as a result 
the mountains- may be said to be 
swarming with these kings of the for- 
est. The famous Muckross Abbey, for- 
merly called the Abbey of Irrelagh, 
comprises the well-preserved ruins of 
a monastry founded by Chief MacCar- 
thy for the Franciscan Friars in 1809. 
This and the church attached and the 
burial ground surrounding are the only 
parts of Muckross that. the public have 
a right of entrance to. The ultimate: fate 
of Muckross is naturally a subject of 
great interest in Killarney. Sell Muck- 
ross and close it to visitors and Killar- 
ney as a tourist resort will be practic- 
ally extinct.

near the Fish pond last summer, al-

ing when I immediately seized upon 
the ocasion and the book to construct 
this epistle to the "unwashed." fiTol- 
lowing- are some of the extracts: 


"In 1890 two free bathing houses were 


erected. They were entirely free, the 
bathing suits even being supplied by 
the department of public works, which 
had the matter in charge. Today there 
are 15 free floating baths. It costs from 
$3000 to $5000 to build and equip a bath- 
ing house. Each has a male and female 
attendant. Mondays, Wednesdays1 and 
Fridays are "ladies' day" the other days 
of the week, including Sunday until 
noon belong to the men, who accord- 
ing to statistics!, are much more in. 
favor of the summer sport than the 
women. 
There are a few sensible 


rules hung in public view relating to 
the governing lof the bathing houses. 
During the crowded hours patrons are 
allowed to remain 20 minutes only in 
the water, in order to make noom for 
others, and during these hours bath- 
ers go in groups of 50 c-r more, accord- 
ing to the capacity of the houses, and 
leave at the ringing of a bell. 
This 


past season the school board of the 
boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
assigned instructors in swimming1 to 
each of the free floating baths to teach 
the boys and girls to swim. The re- 
sult of their work is not yet known. 
The baths open at 6 a. m. and close 
at 9 p. m. Statistics show that dur- 
ing the month of August 464,664 persons 
enjoyed the privilege of the free floats."

With the New Rich- 


mond Hotel 


MAY BE REAOYJIEXT FALL 


Will Fill the City's Need of an Ade- 


quate Amusement House to Ac- 


commodate Biggest Attrac- 


tions and Proper Stage 


Setting 


The langr unfilled desire of the people 


of the city to have here a theater 
which will accomodate the very larg- 
est of the productions that are on the 
road In the same shape that they are 
presened in the large cities, and at the 
same time provide for the accomoda- 
tion of audiences that will make the 
bringing of such attractions here suc- 
cessful, seems at last about to be grati- 
fied. In connection with the building 
of the new Kiehmond hotel at Main 
and State streets, sketches for the n«w 
theater have been prepared, and with- 
in a short time the final plans will be 
decided upon. In all probability there- 
fore the new theater will be an, ac- 
complished fact by the opening of the 
theatrical season next fall.

COAL ADVANCED YESTERDAY 


Another 25 Cents a Ton Added by 


Local Dealers. Gloomy Prospects 


Most of the local coal dealers yester- 


day raised the price on hard coal by 
another 25 cents a ton. This makes the 
price of egg coal for furnaces $5.75 a 
ton, 
and stove and chestnut coal $6. 


This is the first recent raise of what 


seems likely to be a long series of ad- 
vances, unless conditions change very 
soon and very radically. 
One dealer 


said today that the prospect was very 
gloomy, as it is growing harder every 
day to get coal here. Another dealer 
says that within the next two weeks 
coal is likely to go up to almost any 
figure, and that the indications are that 
through the entire winter there will be 
a scarcity that will keep prices far 
above what they usually are. 


There is no price on soft coal, as It 


cannot be had. Only those factories 
which had it on hand or already on the 
way are using it now to any extent. 


Those who have already had their 


winter's supply of coal put in have 
reason to congratulate themselves, and 
those who have delayed will in all 
probability lose nothing by covering 
themselves as quickly as possible.

CHEMICALS PRODUCED LIFE. 


BioloKt»t'« Interesting Experiment 


at Wood'* Hall, Nam*. 


Professor Jacques Loeb of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, working at Wood's 
Holl, Mass., has succeeded in develop- 
ing from tbe unfertilized eggs of the 
sea urchin by chemical treatment liv- 
ing and normal plutei, or young sea ur- 
chins, says the New York Herald. He 
Is led by further experiments to be- 
lieve that this can be done with all ma- 
rine animals, and, reasoning from this 
discovery and from the work of his col- 
leagues, he has come to the conclvelon 
that similar results are possible with 
mammalians. 


In the summary of the year's work 


at Wood's Holl the discovery Is an- 
nounced thus: 


"The unfertilized egg of the sea ur- 


chin contains all the essential elements 
for the production of a perfect pluteus. 
I consider it possible that only the ions 
of the blood prevent the parthenogenet- 
Ic origin of embryos in mammalian*, 
and I think it not Impossible that a 
transitory change in tbe ions of the 
blood may also allow complete par- 
thenogenesis in mammalians." 


0es£to* ThnritoB'K Poem. 


Senator Thurston, who has taken 


good natnredly the newspaper chaffing 
about his poem, "The White Rose," de- 
cidedly objects to the unauthorized an- 
nouncement that it was written to his 
fiancee, Miss Purman, gays a Washing- 
ton dispatch to the New York Sun.

He then introduced Dr. Bacellf, who 


made a most interesting address on the 
possibilities for Italians' in this country, 
and the increased benefit that came 
from such an organization as this, 
where there was an effort made to see 
that the Italians received the greatest 
possible benefit from the new condi- 
tions of the country which they made 
their home. He is a convincing speak- 
er, and was listened to with close at- 
tention.

Hare Bvldenos Against Hosqvltom 
Found by a Minion to Slerrm Leone. 


The state department at Washing- 


ton has received from Consul Hill of 
'Amsterdam a report of the mission 
, cent to Sierra Leone by the Liverpool 


i School of Tropical Diseases for the 
; purpose of investigating the causes of 
malaria, says the New York Sun. 


"The results of the mission," he says, 


"seem to be the discovery that a local 
•pecies of 'anopheles (mosquitoes) car- 
ry malaria; that these species breed in 
• few stagnant puddles. The practical 
results depend on the government and 
the medical profession. 
The grubs 


can be killed in a few hoars with kero- 
sene oil, but operations must be con- 
tinued systematically, and some of the 
more dangerous puddles must be drain- 
ed. The physicians composing the mis- 
sion have concluded that the truly 
malarial fever is caused solely by the 
mosquito, probably by the anopheles 
Bpecies. Most of the fever can be got 
rid of at almost no cost, except of a lit- 
tle energy on the part of the local au-

A private letter received at San j 


Francisco gives a vivid picture of the 
terrible experience aboard the trans-' 
port Slam, loaded with horses, in a

four days' typhoon near Guam, says 
the New York Tribune. It was the last 
of October, when the glass fell rapidly 
in a few hours, and the typhoon burst 
on the ship. She became unmanage- 
able and rolled fearfully, her propeller 
being out of water half the time. At 
the first roll all the horses broke from 
the stalls. The scene was beyond de- 
scription. The seas broke over the ves- 
sel and washed the terrified animals 
about, breaking their legs and man- 
gling them in a sickening manner. The 
; 


soldiers and sailors could do nothing to 
save them. It was as much as a man's 
life was worth to attempt to go on deck, 
where the frantic horses plunged and 
kicked. 


The next morning the wind died j 


down a little, but the sea was high. I 
Three hundred and fifty mutilated. 
horses filled the deck between the poop j 
quarter and the forward houses. The I 
wreckage of the stalls was lying about; 
in a mass of dead horseflesh. The ' 
weather was still too rough to permit 
of the horses being thrown overboard. • 
It was not until the fourth day that the j 
men could get at them, and by that j 
time the odor from the bodies was 
overpowering. The steamer tad drift- 
ed a thousand miles out of her course 
and was off Formosa Island. Then be- 
gan the work of getting rid of the dead 
animals. Thousands of sharks, at- 
tracted by the smell of the decayed 
flesh, followed the transport As the 
bodies of the horses were shoved over 
the side the sharks would fairly leap 
out of the water, churning the ocean 
Into foam.

REAL SHAPE QF PORTO RICO. 


All Map* of the Iriand Hare Proved 


to Be MUleadlnK. 


One of the most curious results of 


the annexation of -Porto Rico, accord- 
ing to a Washington dispatch to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean, will be an altera- 
tion in the shape of the island as It ia 
known to the world. The coast sur- 
vey is now at work finding out what 
the real shape of Porto Rico is, and it 
has already learf^d enough to show 
that the old Spanish surreys are not 
only worthless, but that they give a 
positively false Impression of the for- 
mation of the coast. 


Porto Rico has always had a strange- 


ly regular shape on the maps. Islands 
take all sorts of shapes, but it Is un- 
usual to find one in the shape of a cir- 
cle or a square. But- Porto Rico has 
been of an oblong shape, looking al- 
most as exact and. precise as a child's 
building block. It has looked as if 
the sea, disgusted with the queer 
shapes assumed by islands, bad de- 
termined to throw above Its surface at 
least one island as even in contour as a 
cigar box, just to show that It could be 
done. 


The coast survey is beginning to 


find out that Porto Rico has irregu- 
larities, and considerable ones, like all 
other islands. At the eastern end, 
which the Spanish surveys make as 
sharp as the edge of a board, there is 
really a long northwestern slant Into 
the ocean. This will make the island 
bigger than has been supposed unless, 
as is quite probable, the coast survey 
has to gouge a big hole in the south- 
eastern end of the island, correspond- 
ing to the rise to the northwest. 


No one can tell what shape Porto 


Rico will be when It is finally surveyed 
as an American possession, but it 
seems certain that it will not be the 
Insular freak it has appeared on the 
Spanish surveys.

Alton- 


dance Was not Large, But Good 


in View of Lack of Contest, 


List of Delegates 


Twenty-three delegates, all in favor 


of E. S. Wilkinson for mayor, were 
chosen at the republican, caucuses last 
evening for the city convention to be 
held next Friday evening. 
There 


were no contests, or only one minor af- 
fair in ward 4, and in view of this fact 
the attendance of over 550 at the cau- 
cuses was most satisfactory. The cau- 
cuses were a marked contrast to thoae 
of the past two years and showed the 
lack of interest that cornea with no 
contest, but were larger than was an- 
ticipated. The counting was easy and 
prompt, so that within, little ovar half 
an' hour after they were called the 
meetings were over. 


The rumor of opposition tickets from

The only sign ot a, contest was) in 


ward 4, where there were two tickets 
for city committee. Wallace Kearn, E. 
C. Stewart and Jacob Roy were named 
on the regular ticket, which, was elect- 
ed. The second ticket bore the name of 
Mr. Kearn, with those of Eugene Post 
and A. G Nichols. The latter two men 
were two of those on the ticket which 
was put in the field and elected at the 
state caucuses for delegates to the 
state convention:, in opposition to the 
city committee ticket. At the former 
caucuses they were able to defeat the 
regular ticket, but this time, when ap- 
parently attempting to kill off the city 
committee1 as such, they were defeat- 
ed.

STRICTER 6AME LAW PROPOSED 


Prevent Hunting for 10 Yean. Startling 


Violation of Law in Berkshire 


At the hearing by the flsh and garoe 


commission held in Boston, this week a 
stringent bill for the protection of blrda 
was proposed, which may be presented 
to the legislature. The chief provis- 
ions of the bill are as follows: 


"Whoever sells or has in possession 


with the intention of selling for a pe- 
riod of 10 yeara from the passage of 
this act, any ruffed grouse (commonly 
called partridge), quail, woodcock, rab- 
bit or gray squirrel, taken or killed in 
this commonwealth, shall be fined $20 
for each and every above named bird, 
rabbit or squirrel so taken, killed, held, 
kept or offered for sale. 


"All 
marketmen or provision dealers 


having in, possession or purchasing 
any of the above-named birds or game, 
and all railroad corporations, express 
companies or any person acting as a 
common carrier, having any of the 
above named birds or game in posses- 
sion, snail keep a' record in a separate 
book of the name and address of the 
person from whom the said birds and 
game were received, and said book 
shall be, at the time, open to the in- 
spection of the conumissaoners on in- 
land fisheries and game and their de- 
puties, and to the state -ollce." 


A penalty of from $100 to $200 is pro- 


vided for violation of this latter clause. 


That some stricter law is advisable 


Is shown in a startling case of the vio- 
lation of the present game laws which 
is reported from the southern part of 
this county, where it is alleged that 
quantities of birds have been snared 
in the town of Otis. The matter came 
to the attention 
of Game "Warden 


Smith yesterday, and he took prompt 
action, reporting the case to the state 
fish and game commission. The report 
saysi that three well known men in 
that vicinty have set 1000 snares; and 
that the birds caught -by this nefarious 
method are taken to :Lee and there 
shipped to different, places. The result 
of the matter is of interest throughout 
the county, as there is always trouble, 
in this vicinity as elsewhere, with bird 
snarers who defy the law. 


In connection with the case a promi- 


nent man in Lee is authority for the 
statement that certain men living in 
ihe vicinity of Otis make a practice of 
snaring birds, then putting a shot 
through them to deceive purchasers 
and finally disposing of the birds in 
Plttsfleld and other places!. There is a 
movement on foot in Lee to organizi 
a rod and gun club, and see what can 
be done about abating the evil.

TO VOTE ON EI8HT HOUR LAW 


C.L, U.to Petition Council to Have 


it en City Ballot 


One of the things that the city 


undoubtedly have to vote on at the 
coming city election will be the ques- 
tion of adopting the act of 1899 consti- 
tuting eight houra a day's work for 
city employes. This will in all prob- 
ability be put on the ballots at the re- 
quest of the Central Labor union, 
which considered the matter at its last 
meeting. 


A committee was appointed to have 


the matter in charge, and they have 
consulted with City4Clerk Brooker. If 
the petition is presented to the city 
council at its next meeting and acted 
on that night it will be in time to be 
placed OR the ballots. There ia little 
doubt that if the petition is entered, the 
council will grant it. The matter will 
appear on the ballot ire the flormi of a 
question as follows: "Shall chapter 344 
of the Acts of 1899, entitled 'An act to 
make eight hours a days' work for city 
and town employes,' be accepted?" 


The act does not become operative in! 


any city or town until accepted by a 
majority of the voters voting at an an- 
nual election. The act reads as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. Eight hour® shall consti- 


tute a day's work for all laborers, 
workmen and mechanics now employed 
or who may hereafter be employed, 
by or on behalf of any city or town 
in this commonwealth] 


Section 2 All acts and parts of acts 


inconsistent herewlthi are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 3. This act shall not take 


effect in any city or town until accept- 
ed by a majority of the voters voting 
thereon at an annual election. Such 
vote shall be taken by ballot. When 
so accepted this act shall take effect 
from the date of such, acceptance.
